Construction on the new 
Technical/ Vocational building 
should be completed by May of 
1969, approximately 270 days 
after it began, according to Mr. 
Lyman C. Fowler, director of 
the East Campus. The new fa- 
cility will replace several build- 
ings destroyed by fire on the 
East Campus two years ago. 

The new structure will cover 
nearly an acre of land. It will 
house facilities for drafting, ra- 
dio and television, machine shop, 
body and fender repair, welding, 
auto shop, carpentry and mill- 
work, agricultural mechanics, a 
material testing laboratory, and 
instructors’ offices. The main 
entrance will be accessible from 
either Cyprus or Nacional 
Streets. 

The new structure will bring 
about 200 students to the cen-

tral campus from the East Cam- 
pus. Since there will be no new 
parking stalls added (other than 
those for the auto shop classes) 
this would seem to aggravate 
Hartnell’s already serious park- 
ing problem. Actually, it does not. 
The majority of the 200 stu- 
dents have been commuting be- 
tween classes on the East and 
central campuses and will not 
cause an increase in the number 
of new parking stalls needed. 
Also, the location of the new 
building will make several adja- 
cent streets available for park- 
ing. 

Other future construction for 
Hartnell may include extensions 
of the radio and television facil- 
ity as well as drafting areas, for 
which space has already been 
allotted. A new gymnasium and 
Music/Drama_ Building.

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Planning For The Future 
Not Done Haphazardly 


d’s note: As promised, the 
seamen is presenting Part I 
of a study of the master plan 
of Hartnell College, in reply 
to an editorial printed in the 
Sentinel last week. 

* * * 

No, the administration does 
not use voodoo or astrology to 
decide whether to build upon a 
particular site. The college de- 
cision to build. is based upon 
1) necessity and 2) a priority 
list. 

For example, the Technical/ 
Vocational Building now under 
construction was necessary be- 
cause a fire destroyed a good 
many buildings on the East 
Campus two years ago. This left 
the administration with three 
choices: 1) rebuild on - East 
Campus, 2) build on the Home- 
stead campus, 3) move to an- 
other location, such as Gonzales 
or King City. 

To rebuild on East Campus 


would be the most logical thing 
to do, but growing airport needs 
makes this impractical. Also im- 
practical is a plan to rebuild the 
entire campus elsewhere. 
only alternative left is to rebuild 
the central campus. 

This is where the master plan 
comes in. A master planning 
committee is now working on 
this suggestion, under the chair- 
manship of Allan Petersen. So 
far all proposals are tentative, 
subject to ratification by the 
college Board of Trustees. 

The proposal that I find most 
appealing, still in the thought 
stage, is one that rearranges the 
athletic. fields. This plan -elim- 
inates wasted space now found 
“out there,” and will allow more 


space to be used more.efficient- 
ly for classrooms. ee 

This master plah i§ in’ accord- 
ance with state regulations that 


such plans be filed ten years in 
advance. These plans (and the 


The} 


priorities) can be changed at 
any time—subject to need, costs, 
etc. 


Currently on the priority list 
are plans for a library addition, 


new PE fields, new drama/ 
music buildings, parking, a 
swimming pool, a new gym, 


and a new student union, though 
not in that order. As stated be- 
fore, these plans can be changed 


or added to any time the board 
feels is necessary. 


The problem that is most no- 
ticeable by the students is that 
of parking. Studies by the ad- 
ministration have shown that 
one need néver’ park more than 
one block away, or; in other 
words,’ the situation only ex- 
tends to a one block radius from 
the campus. Students do not 
realize: that Hartnell’s’ problem 
is not nearly as severe as that 
of many other colleges. —TD

The San Francisco Scene for 
the past few years has been one 
of the leading centers for new 
and original sounds. Now claim- 
ing to be in its third generation 
of sound with Quicksilver, 
Creedence Clearwater, and oth- 
ers, the creatability seems to be 
far from an end. 


But what has happened to the 
originals — the first generation 
groups? Have they given way. 
to the newcomers or changed 
their style to “keep up” with the 
third generation? 


Possibly the foremost and pos- 
sibly the best, Jefferson Air- 
plane; is still around, and that 
is an understatement. 


“Crown of Creation,” Air- 
plane’s third album, with the 
same cast that played in “Bax- 
ter’s,” proves their presence. 
Not quite as explosive and as 
unique as “Baxter's,” “Crown of 
Creation” defines the Airplane’s 
basic philosophy well. 


Now with less ambiguous and 
irrelevant words, understanding 
is much clearer. “Triad” written 
by David Crosby is typically 
Jefferson Airplane—calling for 
the unusual and a breakdown in 
the old morals. Given a basic 
problem—a girl with two lovers 
—what can she do? Simple; says 
the Airplane; just live together 
as three. Although in some ways 
shocking to the average person, 
the soft music and meaningful 
lyrics makes it seem very logic- 
al. Not chaos, just change— 
“try someething new,” they say. 

In “Star Track” by member 
Jorma Kaukonen, the “wake-up 
kids” theme prevails. With a 
driving beat, the message asks 
us not to fall in line in this too 
modernized and too mechanized 
world. 


“Take your head in hand 
And make your own demands 
Or you'll crystalize on the 

self” 


Although this theme is some- 
what common, these many alarm 
clocks may be what some of us 
need. 


Another Airplane philosophy 
is “hang free,” look for the 
bright things, and, above all, be 
yourself. The simple, but 
meaningful “If You Feel” re- 
lates this theme well. And “Ice 
Cream Phoenix” asks us not to 
be “down,” but to smile and be 
happy. 


One of the more interesting 
cuts is “Greasy Heart” by Grace 
Slick. This song has almost 
paradoxieal lyries. The last 
line— 


“Don’t change before the em- 
pire falls 


You'll laugh so hard you'll 
crack the walls” 


—seems to be supporting change 
(anti-establishment) but the 
body of the song seems to 
meek those people ereating the 
change. However, interpreta: 
tion could be on a personal 
sis, and may mean something 
different to each person.

After an 18-6 scrimmage win 
over San Jose City College last 
week, the Hartnell “11” opened 
its official season by trouncing 
the home team Modesto Pirates 
41 to 20 last Friday night. 

Hartnell showed all of the 
poise and power of last year as 
it totaled 560 yards offense to 
Modesto’s 276, Rocky Thomp- 
son showed he was still the

He was aided by other running 
backs Bob Echeveria and Dan 
Short, as well as Hartnell’s fine 
offensive line. 

Former Alisal back Echeveria 
scored first for the Panthers as 
he went over from the one with 
over 10 minutes left in the first 
period. Thompson converted 
the first of five extra points in 
a row to make it 7-0. Short, a 
mere 160 pounds, showed his 
speed as he raced 67 yards to a 
touchdown the second time 
Hartnell controlled the ball.
